In May 1975, the College and Research Libro/ies Division of the Pemigylvania ^ 5 
Library Association conducted a survey of Jibrary instruction progromd in^ 
Pennsylvania , academic libraries. The ]^pose of the si£rvey was to idei^tjiy 
those libraries which were involved in library instruction; the content of 
their programs; the persons responsible for instruction. Believing that ^ ^ 
professionals involved in instruction throughout the state would benefit from 
the information gathered *by the survey, it was planned to. disseminate the 
i^formation through a summary report at the 1975, PLA Annual Conference, ^and t 
the compilation of a directory. This 'directory is the prpduct of the survey^ 
.and presents the information connected. / ' 

The survey was conducted using, a written questionnaire (copy appended) which 
was mailed to 200 academic libraries listed in the Directory of P ennsylvania 
Library Resources . Of the 67 responding libraries, 39 serve institutions that 
are privately 'supported; 28 institutions that are publicly supported. Forty- ^ 
five libraries reported enrollments of less than 2000; I6 of 2,000 - 10,000; ^ . 

3 of over 20,000. Fiffreen libraries support two ypar college programs; 25 
support four year imdergraduate program^; 22 support both graduate and under- 
graduate* progigams; 5 support graduate^and professional programs only. 

All of Ihe reporting libraries indicated they aye involved m some form of 
library instruction. Fifty-four libraries provided conducted tours; 10 have 
printed self-guided tours; 5 have ca^settgi^ sef-guided tours] 9 have slider-tape, 
film or videotape toiurs. Nineteen libraries off«r some form, of self-ins truQtion; 
of these, 5 have programmed ntc^rials; 8 have exercises; ^2 have slidte-tapes; 

4 identified some other form of printed materials ^as self-instructive ^ such as 
manuals or pathf indefs. All libraries employ some point-of-use instr^tion; 
25 using J^rint materials; 7 using' non-print materials. All but two libraries 
provide lectures to classes; 11 have foriaal courses in library use; nine offer' 
tenii- papex* clinics. . ' .

Print materials are used for libraty instruction in all responding libraries 

except three. Thirty-two libraries indicated they use subject bibliographies; 

^5 subject guides; kO guide's to tools; 22 exerci-ses or* assignments; 58 student 

or faculty handbooks; 4 prograimned mate^^ials; 8 texts or' manuals. Twenty-ejght 

libraries use no non-print xnaterials'. Of the 39 libraries that reported the 

use of non-print materials, V use films; 13 filmstrips; 1 television; 3 videotapes; 

10 audiotapes or cassettes; 20 tr^sparencies; 9 slides onlyr 17 slide-tapes; and

When asked in what subject areas instruction is currently given^ many libraries 
dici not a^swei«'^ specifically. For those that did specify subject areas, the 
frequency of subjects listed is as fallows: Ilnglish (39)l history (l4); biology,, 
education, political ^science, sociology (13) r psychology .(ll) ; chemistry and nursing 
(8)j business and speech (7); economics (4); art, engineering, French, geography,

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The respoiises to questions regarding the adainistratiodi and orgWization of /' 
libraiy instruction allow the mo$t rooo, for interpretation. While it is \ . • 
difficult to ausnarjlze thii^ data^ a few obseryations can be made. ViTith regard^ 
to personnel policy and j^racticesy 16* libraries incltiLde libVary instruction 
activity in* the written job descriptions for those inyolVedj 9 have special 
qualifications for librarians involved instruction; 11 have special procedures 
for evaluating their performance. In no responding libraiy are any personnel ' 
devoting full time to instruction; all have some othpr responsibility! With 
regfurd to program planning and evaluation, 7 libraries have an established pro- 
endure to<3 assess need ft>r instruction; 11 hav^ written objective statements; . . 
12 indicated there had been some evaluation of their program; estimates of 
i^nrollment reached ranged from 1 to 100^. No reporting' library has an identiflnAJe 
fund for libraiy instruction, although a few indicated they could probably arrlj^ 
Ht on estimated figure. Seven libraries engage in some cooperative instructional " 
activity ^th other libraries. , ^

The description^ of each follows the information provided on the 'questionnaire.
